1. THE NATIONAL CONSCRIPTION CAMPAIGN PRODUCED 1,277 

MEN FROM PHNOM PENH AND ANOTHER 1,247 FROM THE PROVINCES 
DURING THE PERIOD JUNE 17-JUNE 30. ALTHOUGH THESE FIGURES 
ARE DOWN ONE-THIRD FROM THE PREVIOUS REPORTING PERIOD, 

THEY ARE STILL SLIGHTLY ABOVE THE CAMPAIGN S OVERALL AVERAGE. 
DRAFT NOTICES, HOWEVER, WERE ISSUED AT FEWER THAN 20 PER 
DAY DURING THE BIWEEKLY PERIOD. SEVERAL LOWER LEVEL 
CONSCRIPTION OFFICIALS AGREED THAT MANPOWER LISTS HAVE BEEN 
EXHAUSTED BUT NOTED THAT POOR RESPONSE TO THE DRAFT NOTICES 
MEANS THAT PHNOM PENH STILL HAS A FAIR-SIZED IF 
SLIPPERY MANPOWER POOL. 

2. MIXED TEAMS FOR ROUNDING UP DESERTERS AND DRAFT 
DODGERS ACQUIRED A NEW CHIEF WHO MANAGED, HOWEVER, TO 
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KEEP THE PRESSURE ON AS HIS ROVING TEAMS NETTED 127 
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DESERTERS AND 748 DRAFT DODGERS DURING THE PERIOD JUNE 17-28. 

3. IN 262 DAYS OF OPERATIONS THE NATIONAL CONSCRIPTION 
CAMPAIGN HAS DRAFTED OR RECRUITED 26,434 MEN FROM 
PHNOM PENH. PROVINCIAL ACCESSIONS HAVE BROUGHT THE 
TOTAL TO 44,751 MEN COUNTRYWIDE.
